give to these people and their de- 
pendent a fair deal in the struggle 
of life. 

Briefly the unemployment insur- 
ance is baced on three fold agreement 
whereby the worker and the employ- 
cr contribute equal amounts while the 
Government is responsible for a 
sum equal to their combined 
contribution. Restrictions are plac- 
ed on the drawing of benefits and no 
one is able to draw more than slands 
to his credit. 

The “Dole” is a straight cash relief 
and is a nere pittance to enable whe 
unemployed to keep out of the poor 
house. The Unemployinert Insur- 
ance is self-supporting while tne 
‘dole” is a simple means of cmpty- 
‘nr the prisons and possibly staving 
ot?.reve vtion,

None of us ever quite grow away from our childhood admiration for, 
heroes, but as we grow older we realize that heroes and heroines are not| 
confined to fairy tales, or tales of fiction, or even to historic happenings of} 
by-gone ages. There are heroes among us at all times, and in all walks of} 
life. They are unusually plentiful at the present time. 

We would, with Mr. Ellis, enumerate the brave, self-respecting families | 
who are finding a way to carry on normally; the employers who are straining | 
financial and mental resources to keep their workers on the payroll; the) 
women who are magnificently bearing the heaviest burdens of all; the public! 
leaders who are keeping their heads and bending every effort toward) 
helpfulness, 

We think of a young Scotch lad, without education, whose parents with 
& numerous family of young children are on the dole in the Old Country, 
who came to Western Canada some years ago and laboured as a farm hand, 
sending of his meagre earnings to his mother. Then came crop failures and | 
depression, and he became one of the big army of unemployed. Coming 
in to one of the cities he has courageously tackled any work he could get, 
perhaps only a fifteen minute task, some days in succession nothing at all, 
but he has never whined, never lost his courage, never allowed himself to 
slip into bad habits, He is just as particular about the cleanliness of his 
person and his patched-up clothes as during better times. Some of his 
chums welcomed deportation back home where they could get on the dole, 
but not he. He refused to go back to be a burden on others, saying times 
would change for the better, and that opportunities in Western Canada 
would then be greater than in the Old Land. So he sticks, cheerfully doing 
his best, and never complaining. He is a hero. 

There is another young man,—and, thank God, there are myriads like! 
him,—-who is a victim of the times. He is an educated man, married, with| 
a small family and his own home. When the bottom fell out of his world,| 
he did not lose his head. Instead, he considered conditions a challenge to) 
his capacities. Like a warrior suddenly beset by new foes, he simply called 
upon his prowess for redoubled valour. Because he has brains, he knew that 
it lay with himself whether he should come out of the conflict a spiritual | 
victor or victim, That is to say, he perceived that whatever happened to his 
estate, the real man could not be defeated. 

So with head up and a smile of confidence on his face, he has fared forth | 
to do new battlle with business. With indomitable persistence and ingenuity, | 
he has tried one venture after another. Today, he is making a livelihood, but | 
no more; yet he is confident that there is a good time coming. His friends | 
do not know how severely he has been pinched. He keeps up his normal! 
social relationships and activity. Wherever he goes, he radiates optimism. 
His faith in himself, in his fellow men and in his country is unshaken. He is 
out to get the most out of this hard experience. He is more of a man, by | 
every standard, than he was when he held down what seemed an assured | 
and comfortable position. 

Then there are our school teacher heroines,-scores of them. Instance | 
after instance could be recorded where a school board, confronted with the 
necessity of laying off one out of two teachers employed, found the one!

Abandonment of the five-day unin- 
terrupted week, which Soviet Russia 
adopted throughout the nation last 
year in an effort to speed up produc- 
tion, and substitution of a six-day in- 
terrupted week, has been authorized 
by the council of people's commissars. 
Working hours were reduced at the 
same time frora 61% hours to six 
hours daily to compensate for the loss 
of time off. The measure which be- 
came effective December 1, is aimed 
at “correcting defects” encountered 
in the uninterrupted week. The ac-

"Plane To Race San 


Has Been Designed By Famous Ger- 
man Aircraft Builder 

An aeroplane to fly the stratosphere 
and race the sun around the earth 
has been constructed by Dr. Hugo 
Junkers, famous aircraft builder of 
Dessau, Germany, it was revealed at 
Cleveland. 

The ‘plane, designed to fly 1,000 
miles an hour, was described by G. 8. 
Vonheydekamph, a research engineer, 
here to attend a national clinic on 
metals and alloys, He recently viewed 
the new 'plane at the Junkers ‘plant. 

He said the craft has the appear- 
ance of the usual low-wing cabin 
monoplane, only that it has an excep- 
tionally long fuselage. It is an all- 
metal ‘plane, built of duralumin. 

To permit the engine to run in the 
rarified atmosphere at an altitude of 
more than seven miles, the air is fed 
to it by a compressor of new design.

Typewriter-Telegraph System To Be 
Installed In Homes and Offices 

Spirited competition between the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company on the one hand, and the 
Western Union and Postal Telegraph 
Companies on the other, began in a 
new system of local and long-distance 
message communication. 

Automatic typewriter-telegraph in- 
struments, with standard typewriter 
keyboards, will be offered for installa- 
tion in homes and offices. The ma- 
chines will be similar to those used 
for the transmission of telegraphs and 
for the nation-wide distribution of 
news by press associations. 

Under the new system a subscriber 
to the service may signal a central 
operator and have his machine con- 
nected with the machine of any other 
subscriber, whether that person is in 
the next building or on the other side 
of the country.

_And Canada is Ready to Move Forward 


Canadian Pacific President Issues 


His Annual Review of Economic Conditions and 


the Outlook for Future Development and Progress in this Country. 


ETTER business this year, 

says E. W. Beatty, chairman 
and president of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, in his annual re- 
view of Canedian business for 1931. 
A condensed report of the review 
is as follows: 

“Seriously af- 
fected by world 
conditions as 
Canada may 
appear to bo, 
there is no 
country of the 
game or any- 
thing like the 
same compara- 
tive import- 
ance in world 

* affairs that is 
less affected 
basically by 
the conditioas 
that have 
brought finan- 
cial disaster to 
the great nations of Europe and 
to the United States, 

“Economic depression has reach- 
ed its most pronounced stages in 
those countries more highly in- 
dustrialized. ‘Therein lies one of 
the reasons why Canada has ex- 
perienced less dislocation than 
@ome others, and is in a better 
position to iegister a rapid re- 
turn to normal conditions, Hay- 
ing its economic basis atill very 
largely in the development of raw 
materials, Canada has less dis- 
tance to travel along the road to 
re-establishment, and there are 
credible reasons for believing we 
have gone some distance in that 
direction, Thus we say that to 
Canada the year 1931 has been one 
¢ re-organization and reconstruc- 

on,

“The railway situation has mov- 
ed into recognition as Canada’s 
most imperative domestic prob- 
lem. Its causes, complexities and 
Possible solution are now being 
probed by a most competent tri- 
bunal the appointment of which 
at this time was an act of common 
sense and courage. The Canadian 
people will present to an interest- 
ed world renewed evidence of those 
Qualities if they give their confi- 
dence to that tribunal and meet its 
Suggested solutions with consider- 
ations of economic value unbiased 
by political color or preconceived 
prejudice, 

“The nation, its various com- 
munities, many of its business in- 
stitutions and no small number 
of its individuals have in the past 
ordered their affairs as though the 
way to enduring prosperity lay 
through extravagant expenditure 
with little or no thought of stabil- 
ity of investroent or profitable re- 
tura ‘eon, Thus as a 


we aro faced with debts that must 
be paid. I know of no way of 
meeting them other than by hard 
work and strict economy. Of 
wise expenditure leading to the 
opening up of undeveloped busi- 
hess or lowering of production 
costs there can be no just criti- 
cism at any time, nor should the 
rullways be blamed too carelessly 
for having looked ahead and pre- 
pared their facilites so that future 
business reasonably assured might 
be adequately taken care of, 

“The Canadian Pacific, for in- 
stance, has no apologies to offer 
for any of the more recent im- 
portant additions and improve- 
ments it has made to its services, 
The “Empress of Britain”, built 
largely to dovelop a new class of 
de luxe American trade for the 
Canadian route to Europo has jus- 
tified our best expectations, and 
up to the end of the world-cruise 
in April next a reasonably good 
Profit on her operations is assur- 
ed. The Royal York Hotel at Tor- 
cnto has also done very well con- 
sidering existing conditions and 
the need for such a convenience 
for the traveling public in that 
city is just as great now as when 
the announcement of its building 
was so enthusiastically hailed. It 
{s upon such forward moves 
as these that Canadian develop- 
ment must ever be predicated. If 
the origiual building of the Cana- 
Cian Pacific had been held up un- 
til existing traffic justified its oper- 
ation Canadian national develop- 
ment would now be docades behind 
its present position. 

“Over the past year railways 
have been more adversely affected 
by the general trade contraction 
than has any other branch of in- 
dustry. <A 22.1 per cent. decrease 
in Canadian Pacific gross revenue 
for the first ten months of the year 
is symptomatic of these conditions. 
The fact that we were able to ef- 
fect a 19.1 per cent. saving in 
operating cogts over the same per- 
iod is an evidence of the high 
Atandard of efficiency at which the 
Property has been maintained. 
One directiou. in which we were 
not able to make reductions was 
in that of taxes which will run 
this wear to $7,500,000. Since its 
incorporation the company has 
contributed over $121,000,000 to 
Canada's tax collections, Under 
adverse conditions of which an un- 
reasonably forced standard of com- 
petition was not a small part, the 
company carried on its services 
in a-manner calculated to retain 
the confidence of the Canadian 
People, This is shown by the fact 
that since September, 1930, the 
number of its Canadian sharehold- 
eras bas grown from 36,185 


35,775, an increase of 9,590, bring- 
ing the Canadian holdings up to 
over 46 per cent, of the total num- 
ber of shareholders, 

“It was recently a most encour- 
aging experience to me to go 
through Western Canada and wit- 
ness the courageous manner in 
which westerners are facing the 
situation, Any idea that the West 
is giving itself up to self-pity on 
the score that 
agricultural country is doomed 
should be abandoned forthwith. 
As a whole that country is not 
doing too badly, and its people are 
firm in their well justified know- 
ledge that they are going to do as 
well as ever in the net too dis- 
tant future. The most seriously 
affected area comprises but 20 to 
25 per cent. of the West, and over 
the remainder the conditions are 
at least fair to good, Great en- 
couragement has resulted from re- 
cent advances in wheat prices, and 
since the statistical position of 
that grain in world markets is 
undoubtedly strong, higher prices 
and a_ reasonably demand 
are not unlikely over the coming 
year. Intelligent interest in im- 
Proved methods and lower cost of 
Production as well as in the all- 
important matter of future diver- 
sification of farming is general. 
This and the fact that Western 
Canada has again shown that it 
can produce the world’s best in 
both grain and live-stock is 
enough guarantee of that coun- 
try’s future. Eastern Canada has 
no less reason to view its agricul- 
tural destiny with confidence. 
Production and export of live- 
stock and dairy products have in- 
creased and the fruit crops of On- 
tarlo and Nova Scotia are meeting 
with excellent markets abroad. 

“An important increase in gold 
Production, some improvement in 
the demand for lumber, an ip- 
crease over the year in the vol- 
ume of tourist traffic, a more sat- 
isfactory balance of foreign trade, 
and latterly a noticeable better- 
ment in many lines of retail busi- 
ness are most encouraging fac- 
tors in the general situation. 

“He would be a bold man who 
would make any propheay as .to 
what is going to happen during 
the coming year, And yet I think 
{t requires neither boldness nor 
second sight to justify the as- 
sumption that 1932 will, as it pro- 
gresses, show marked improve- 
ment upon its predecessor. 

“It is an old saying, of recent 
years brought much 
that one thing greatly to be de- 
sired is more business in govern- 
ment and less government in busi- 
ness.
